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Benefits  Awarded  -  Funeral  Expense  $2,000.00 

The  victim,  a  male  age  64,  was  working  when  the  offender  pulled  a 
pistol  and  began  shooting  at  everyone  in  the  business.  The  victim 
was  fatally  shot.  The  offender  refused  to  surrender  to  police  and 
was  fatally  shot  at  the  scene.  Benefits  were  awarded  for  funeral 
expense.  Wage  loss  to  the  widow  was  paid  by  workers'  compensation. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $663.75 

The  victim,  a  male  age  23,  was  at  home.  His  roommate  had  some 
friends  over.  The  victim  was  leaving  when  one  of  the  visitors  came 
out  to  the  victim's  vehicle.  The  offender  accused  the  victim  of 
messing  around  with  his  girlfriend,  then  hit  the  victim  in  the 
face.   The  offender  was  charged. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $1,221.15  &  Wage  Loss  $238.94 

The  victim,  a  male  age  47,  was  having  a  drink  at  a  bar.  The 
offender  asked  the  victim  to  jump  start  his  car.  The  victim  went 
out  and  was  ready  to  jump  start  the  offender's  car.  The  offender 
struck  the  victim  from  behind  with  the  end  of  a  pool  cue  7  or  8 
times.  The  offender  the  took  the  victim's  wallet.  The  offender 
was  arrested  when  he  crashed  his  car  as  he  was  fleeing. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $82.54 

The  victim,  a  female  age  62,  was  walking  home  when  a  male  juvenile 
pushed  her  down  and  stole  her  purse.  Insurance  paid  part  of  the 
charges.  The  offender  was  charged  and  ordered  to  pay  restitution. 
The  offender  began  making  small  payments  four  months  after  payments 
had  been  made  by  the  Crime  Victims  Fund. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $260.58 

The  victim,  a  female  age  40,  was  at  a  friend's  house.  The  offender 
and  a  friend  came  over  to  start  a  fight  with  someone  else.  The 
claimant  was  sitting  in  a  chair  when  the  offender  came  over  and 
told  the  claimant  she  did  not  like  her.  The  offender  then  began 
hitting  the  claimant  until  she  was  pulled  away  by  the  claimant's 
friend.  The  offender  was  ordered  to  pay  restitution.  She  began 
making  small  payments  about  two  weeks  after  the  Crime  Victims  Fund 
had  paid  the  charges. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $274.70 

The  victim,  a  male  age  15,  was  walking  with  a  group  to  get  lunch. 
The  offender,  a  15  year  old  male,  challenged  the  victim  to  fight. 
The  victim  declined.  The  offender  hit  the  victim  in  the  mouth 
while  the  victim  had  his  hands  in  his  pockets. 
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Benefits  Awarded  -  Funeral  Expense  $1.755.00 

The  victim,  a  female  age  19,  had  marital  problems  and  had  left  her 
husband,  the  offender.  A  family  member  talked  the  victim  into 
returning  to  her  husband.  Her  husband  shot  her  and  then  shot 
himself.  The  claim  for  funeral  expense  was  filed  by  the  victim's 
sister. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $190.60 

The  victim,  a  female  age  37,  saw  someone  in  the  alley.  She  went 
to  see  who  it  was.  She  found  her  ex-boyfriend  in  her  back  yard. 
There  had  been  an  argument  a  week  before  over  property  the  offender 
had  left  with  the  claimant.  The  offender  said  he  was  back  to  get 
more  of  his  property.  There  was  a  disagreement  about  how  much 
property  he  had.  The  offender  grabbed  the  claimant  and  shoved  her 
down.   The  offender  received  a  six  month  deferred  prosecution. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $4,261.25 

The  victim,  a  male  age  34,  was  asleep  at  his  home.  The  offender 
broke  into  the  claimant's  home  and  hit  the  claimant  while  he  was 
in  bed.  The  offender  then  got  a  knife  from  the  kitchen  and  slashed 
the  claimant  across  the  nose.  The  offender  was  charged.  The 
claimant  had  no  insurance. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $3,836.29 

The  victim,  a  male  age  34,  was  asked  to  give  a  female  a  ride  home. 
When  he  got  to  her  house,  her  ex-boyfriend  was  at  her  residence. 
The  offender  came  up  behind  the  claimant  and  attacked  him.  The 
offender  pled  guilty  and  was  ordered  to  make  restitution  but  has 
not  done  so  yet. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $0 

The  victim,  a  male  age  5,  had  been  sexually  molested  by  a  20  year 
old  male.   The  offender  was  charged.   Medicaid  paid  the  expenses. 

Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $304.80 

The  victim,  a  male  age  41,  was  in  a  motel  room  with  a  female.  Her 
husband,  the  offender,  had  been  following  the  two.  The  offender 
broke  into  the  room  and  fired  several  shots,  one  of  which  struck 
the  claimant.  The  offender  had  made  threats  to  shoot  the  claimant 
about  a  week  prior.  The  female  had  filed  for  divorce  but  was  still 
living  with  the  offender.  Insurance  paid  most  of  the  expenses. 
The  offender  was  charged. 
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Benefits  Awarded  -  Medical  Expense  $2,336.80 

The  victim,  a  female  age  5,  was  sexually  molested  by  the  17  year 
old  son  of  her  mother's  live  in  boyfriend.  The  offender  was 
charged  with  sexual  assault.  Benefits  were  paid  for  mental  health 
counseling. 

Benefits  Denied  -  Crime  did  not  occur  in  this  State 

The  victim,  a  female  age  7,  was  sexually  molested  by  her  mother's 
boyfriend  when  she  lived  with  her  mother  in  another  state. 
Benefits  were  denied  and  a  referral  made  to  the  other  state's 
program. 

Benefits  Denied  -  Injuries  were  a  result  of  a  traffic  accident. 

The  victim,  a  female  age  20,  was  crossing  the  street.  The  offender 
passed  a  car  in  front  of  him  and  struck  the  claimant.  Benefits 
were  denied  since  the  offender  was  not  committing  a  Title  45  crime 
with  the  mental  state  of  purposely,  that  is  the  offender  did  not 
want  to  injure  or  kill  the  victim.  The  offender  was  charged  with 
several  traffic  violations. 

Benefits  Denied  -  Claim  was  not  filed  within  one  vear. 

The  victim,  a  male  age  20,  had  complained  about  the  offender's  poor 
work  to  the  offender  and  the  foreman.  The  offender  made  threats 
to  beat  the  victim  up.  The  victim  was  going  home  after  work.  He 
usually  car  pooled  with  the  offender  but  the  offender  was  not  at 
the  car.  The  victim  saw  the  offender  down  the  road  so  he  stopped. 
The  offender  struck  him.  The  victim  filed  his  claim  more  than  a 
year  later.  His  reasons  for  not  filing  within  the  one  year  limit 
were  that  the  offender  was  supposed  to  pay  the  expenses  and  did  not 
and  he  did  not  know  about  the  program.  Benefits  v;ere  denied  since 
neither  reason  was  good  cause  to  extend  the  one  year  limit  on 
filing  a  claim. 

Benefits  Denied  -  The  claim.ant  and  offender  were  residing  together, 
the  claimant  is  the  spouse  of  the  offender  and  there  was  no 
interest  of  justice  to  award  benefits. 

The  victim,  a  female  age  56,  claimed  her  husband,  the  offender,  was 
intoxicated  and  became  violent  with  her  during  a  family  gathering. 
Further  investigation  revealed  that  there  had  been  a  long  histor. 
of  violent  episodes  between  the  two.  During  the  incident  in 
question,  the  claimant  had  called  the  offender  names.  The  claimant 
indicated  that  she  planned  on  residing  with  the  offender  just  as 
soon  as  he  completed  alcohol  treatment. 
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Benefits  Denied  -  The  crime  was  not  reported  to  law  enforcement 
within  72  hours,  the  claim  was  not  filed  within  one  year  and  the 
claimant  did  not  fully  cooperate  with  law  enforcement  and 
prosecuting  attorneys. 

The  victim,  a  male  age  11  when  the  claim  was  filed,  was  sexually 
molested  by  his  step-grandfather.  The  mother,  the  claimant,  knew 
about  the  molestations  in  December,  1986  but  no  report  v;as  made  to 
law  enforcement  until  January,  1988  and  the  claim  was  not  filed 
until  September,  1989.  The  claimant  stated  she  did  not  report  to 
law  enforcement  because  she  had  not  self  esteem  and  had  to  trust 
her  husband's  judgment.  She  did  not  file  a  claim  because  she  did 
not  know  it  had  to  be  filed  and  she  wanted  time  to  think  it  over 
before  filing.  In  addition,  no  prosecution  was  ever  done  since  the 
family  wanted  to  handle  it  themselves. 

Benefits  Denied  -  There  was  no  preponderance  of  evidence  that 
criminally  injurious  conduct  had  occurred  and  the  claimant  had 
contributed  100%  to  his  own  injuries. 

The  victim,  a  male  age  31,  claimed  his  neighbor  came  upstairs  to 
complain  and  then  sucker  punched  him,  causing  him  to  fall  on  the 
stairs.  He  received  head  injuries  and  a  broken  clavicle.  The 
neighbor  was  charged  with  assault  but  the  charges  were  later 
dismissed.  Further  investigation  revealed  that  the  claimant  had 
urinated  on  the  apartment  steps.  The  neighbor  went  up  to  talk  to 
the  claimant  about  it.  The  claimant  was  extremely  intoxicated. 
The  claimant  began  making  threats  against  the  neighbors  step- 
daughter and  raised  his  hand  as  though  to  hit  the  step-daughter. 
The  neighbor  struck  the  claimant  once.  The  claimant  fell  and  was 
injured.  The  claimant  appealed  the  denial.  An  informal  hearing 
by  telephone  conference  call  was  held.  The  claimant  could  not  be 
reached  for  the  informal  hearing.  Witnesses  gave  evidence.  The 
denial  was  upheld. 

Benefits  Denied  -  There  was  no  preponderance  of  evidence  that 
criminally  injurious  conduct  had  occurred  or  that  the  victim  was 
a  victim. 

The  victim,  a  male  age  7,  was  sexually  molesting  his  sister.  He 
stated  he  had  learned  how  to  do  that  from  two  other  boys  who  were 
also  molesting  his  sister.  He  denied  that  anyone  had  sexually 
molested  him.  Benefits  were  denied  since  no  acts  were  committed 
against  the  victim.  Payment  could  not  be  made  for  the  sexual  acts 
he  was  committing.
